SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


GENTLEMEN :—We have succeeded in reducing the rate of inter- 
est from six to five per cent. on sixteen thousand dollars of our 
town debt, making a saving to the town of one hundred and sixty 
dollars annually. 

It will be recollected that at our last Annual Meeting, we voted 
to cancel without any consideration the Joseph Boody note of 
$52.17, and also the James Canney note of $32.53, the two notes 
amounting to $84 70, consequently our assets are reduced by that 
amount, and the indebtedness of the town correspondingly in- 
creased. 

The Benjamin A. Horne note of 8185, which was secured by 
mortgage, has been changed into real estate of the value of $133, 
of which we have a warranty deed, and into a good note oe $52 
from a responsible party. 

The town holds Collector’s deeds of four separate and distinct 
parcels of land, and the aggregat? consideration of these deeds is 
$59.52, which is an asset in the hands of the town. 

The trial of the Boody case was resumed on the 28th day of 
August last, but Mr. Hobbs, one of Boody’s counsel, being sick, 
the trial was adjourned to Nov. 21st and continued three days, and 
then was again adjourned to Nov. 28th and continued four days, 
at the end of which time the evidence was closed. In consequence 
of previous engagements, the counsel had not time to review the 
evidence, and the case was adjourned indefinitely, both parties 
agreeing that the earliest day practicable should be assigned to 
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hear the pleas of the counsel and to decide the ease. But that 
practical day is stilla thing of the future, and consequently the 
Boody case is not yet decided. . 

It will appear as a great inconsistency on the part of the Select- 
men, that they should permit almost $6000 to remain in the Trea- 
sury, while the O. T. Barker and L. R. Davis six per cent. notes, 
which were due on the Ist day of March inst., to remain unpaid. 
This matter will be explained to the satisfaction of the Meeting on 
election day.
